BERLIN (By Wireless to Sayville, 
N. Y.), Aug. 23.—The Overseas News 
Agency today gave out the following: 

“Official reports from Sofia and 
Constantinople state that Turkey and 
Bulgaria have signed a new treaty, 
Turkey granting Bulgaria her de- 
sired direct railroad connection with 
the sea, and Bulgaria agreeing to 
observe a benevolent neutrality, if 
not more. 

“This demonstrates the definite 
failure of the efforts of the entente 
powers to revive the alliance of the 
Balkan states and induce them to 
join in the war against Turkey.” 


Unofficial reports late in July stated 
that a convention had been signed July 
22, by which Turkey ceded to Bulgaria 
the Turkish portion of the Déedeaghat¢th 
Railway. The reports stated that the 
treaty left Bulgaria unpledged concern- 
ing her attitude in the war. 

That Bulgaria had not been pledged 
to any definite course as regards the 
war has been the assumption unde? 
which negotiations have been conducted 
by the entente allies looking to a satis-

PETROGRAD. Aug. 23.—The little 
Russian gunboat Sivutch, with a crew 
of 148 men, is said by the Petrograd 
newspapers to be the only Russian war- 
ship lost in the battle in the Gulf of 
Riga. Commander Tcherkassov, who 
distinguished himself at Port Arthur, 
was in charge of the Sivutch. The num-

Although the president of the 
Dama announced that the German bat- 
‘tle cruiser Moltke had been sunk by a 
British submarine, there still appears 
to be some,doubt whether it was ths;

The Russian naval success has come 
as a great relief to the® capital, after 
the strain of the last week. The pub- 
Ue celebration lasted until late last 
night. After gathering in front of the 
Government buildings, crowds marched 
to the British Embassy.

ALIENS SHOULD BE TAUGHT LAW 
IS SUPREME, SAYS U, $, BUREAU 


Knowledge of Language Is First Re. 
quisite for Foreigner Here, State- 
ment Declares. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—Responding 
to many inquiries, the Bureau of Natur- 
alization today issued a statement rela- 
tive to its views as to the course which 
should be followed by the alien popu- 

lation in American citizenship. 

The letter declares that the prime re- 
quisite is ability to speak the English 
tongue. 

“It is through this medium alone,”’ it 
says, “‘that aliens can acquire a prac- 


4 tical knowledge, both in and out of the 


schools, of our institutions. This wil} 
lay necessary foundation for instruc- 
tion in the duties and the obligations 
as well as the privileges and immunities 
of American citizenship. 

“Above all in this connection they 
should be taught that the supreme au- 
thority in this country is the law and 
that the first duty of an American citi- 
zen is obedience to that law, even 
though it may seem an unwise or ob- 
jectionabdle law; the remedy in the lat- 
ter case being through constitutional 
methods to modify or change the law.’’ 


OIL. FLOATING ON FLOOD 
DAMAGES HOUSEHOLD Go0Ds 


It is ‘Gappecea to Have Leaked From 
Tanks at Factories in Maple- 
wood District. 

Much of the damage to residences 
of Maplewood by the flood which 
followed Friday night’s storm was 
caused by floating oil. It smeared 
household goods, furniture and wall 
paper, and traces of it can be found 
on trees in the flooded district. 

There aré several large manufac- 
turing companies in that neighbor- 
hood which use great quantities of 
fuel and other oils, and it is sup- 
posed that leakage from _ storage 
tanks at these places is responsible 
for the damage. 


NOTED FRENCH FLIER ESCAPES 


Gilbert, Interned in Switzerland, Gets 
Back to France. 

PARIS, Aug. 23.—Eugene Gilbert. 
the French aviator, who was obliged 
to land in Switzerland, June 27, 
through an accident to his motor, 
after bombarding the Zeppelin sheds 
at ‘Friedrichshafen, and was interned 
near St. Gothard, has escaped. 

Gilbert arrived in Paris last night 
and reported for service at the 
French Ministry of War today. 


Before joining the French aviation 
service after the outbreak of war, Gil- 
bert gained fame in several interna- 
tional aviation races. In 1912, he create: 
a world’s speed record by flying 372 
miles without a stop in five hours, 52 
minutes, eight second. In April, 1913, he 
made a world’s nonstop record in 3 
flight from Villacoublay to Vittoria, 
Spain, 513 miles. In August, 1913, he 
made a flight from Paris to Pajabo, a 
town on the Portuguese frontier. Tha 
flight of 1080 miles, also was a record. 
the best previous flight having been 
that of Brindenjonc des Moulinais. from 
Paris to Warsaw, 875 miles, without 
stopping. |

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—Secretary 
Lansing today cabled Ambassador Ge- 
rard at Berlin, asking if the German 
Government had received an official re- 
port on the sinking of the White Star 
liner Arabic.

Secretary Lansing said the situation 
was exactly as it stood Saturday; that 
no steps had been taken other than 
to get accurate information as to what 
had taken place. 

From the fact that Ambassador Ger- 
ard was not directed to seek an ex- 
planation, the inference was drawn that 
the State Department has decided to 
let the German Government initiate any 
explanation it may have te offer. Am- 
bassador Page at London had sent by 
mail some affidavits an] cther data, but 
has been instructed to cuble a synopsis 
of the material. 

Waliting for the Facts. 

President Wilson has given up for tire 
present his plans to return to his sum- 
mer home at Cornish, N. H., and wilil 
remain in Washington. He had hoped 
to go to Cornish late this week. Th» 
President does not expect to hold the 
usual Cabinet meeting tomorrow. All 
save three of the members are out of 
the city. A meeting will be held as 


soon as conclusive evideroe wont the)” 


sinking of the Arabic is received. 
Official ahnouncement was 


at the White House that “as soon as’ 


all the facts regarding the Arabic 
are ascertained our course of action 
will be determined.” 

This official announcement was 
given out by Secretary Tumulty after 
a conference with President Wilson. 
Secretary Tumulty said the state- 
ment was all he was authorized to 
Say. 

The statement bore out previous 
unofficial statements made at the 
White House and State Department 
that President Wilson had not deter- 
mined what action the American 
Government would take, and would 
suspend judgment while awaiting re- 
ceipt of all facts available from all 
sources. 

It seems .to have been settled that the 
Arabic was torpedoed without warnings. 
The point in doubt is whether Germanv 
will claim that the change of course uf 
the liner just before ste was attacked 
led the commander to believe that she 
was attempting a hostile act against 
him. 

Light Expected From Gerard. 

Ambassador Gerard at Berlin is ex- 
pected to throw light on this point. 
Upon his reporf probably will depesd 
the decision of the Washington Govern- 
ment as to whether Germany has com- 
mitted a “deliberately unfriendly act.’”’ 

Meanwhile the administration is main- 
taining an open mind and no statement 
as to the course to be pursued will he 
issued. 

In addition to such brief information 
as he has cabled, Ambassador Page is 
said to have mailed a long report, in- 
cluding affidavits of the American sur- 


vivors.

SUBMARINE SINKS 
STEAMER AFTER A 


Captain, Quartermaster and 
Steward of British Ship Killed 
by Shells. 


QUEENSTOWN, Aug. 23.—-The British 
steamship Diomed, of 4500 tons, has beer 
sunk by a German submarine. Her cap- 
tain, quartermaster and steward were 
killed by shells fired by the submdrine 
in a pursuit of four hours. 

An officer of the Diomed, who landed 
here today with other survivors, said 
two submarines were sighted. Accord- 
ing to his report, they were rigged with 
aummy funnels. One of them, this of- 
ficer asserts, subjected the Diomed to 
a heavy shell fire. 

The liner attempted tc escape, but 
surrendered after being pursued four 
hours. Two boats were lowered and 
2) members of the crew got away, tak- 
ing with them the body of the captain. 

Shortly afterwards cre boat was 

wamped. Two Englishmen and five 
Chinese were drowned The others 
were picked up by the second boat. 

Survivors say that during the pursuit 
the Chinese firemen of the Diomed re- 


+} fused to continue staking, and the work 


was undertaken by deck hands. The 
submarine stood off at a distance of 
about half a mile until the Diomed 
sank. 

The assistant quartermaster of the 
Diomed said another steamer was in 
sight at the time and apparently sink- 
ing. This vessel, in his opinion, was at- 
tacked by # secend submarine. 


Aceident Said to Have Befallen Chan- 
nel Steamer. 

PARIS, Aug. 23.—Rumors of a mishap 
to a channel steamer on a voyage from 
Folkstone to Boulogne are being, circu- 
lated widely in Paris. Apparently they 
originated in the fact that passengers 
from England, who were due in Paris 
last night, did not arrive. Railway of- 
ficials had a report that the vessel met 
with an accident and returned to Folke- 
stone, where the passengers were trans- 
ferred to another steamer. The officiai 
press bureau was without information. 


MAN KILLS HIMSELF BEHIND

Andrew J. Reilly Fires Bullet Into

Mrs. Elizabeth Muenbach of 4135 Ejich- 
elberger avenue; Oscar Basch, 6005 Gra- 
vois avenue, and George Tressler, 4343 
Delor street} ran to the place and 
found the woman and child in flames.

Runge was still conscious, but would 
not answer when asked her name. She 
was identified by J. B. Horet, a piano 
salesman, who chanced to be passing 
and who recently had visited her home 


JPolicemen searched the Runge home 
and found this note in a collar box: 

“Dear husband and all the folks: 
Forgive me the crime. I am (here sev- 
eral words were erased) God has w 
eral words were erased). God has 
wronged me in this world. Take care 
of the children.” 

Bottle Found in Bushes. 

The bottle, which had contained the 
alcohol, was found in «hc clump of bush- 
et after the fire was rut out. 

Runge was not at hume when Mrs. 
Runge departed with the baby. He was 
superintending the builting of several 
houses in the neighborhood. One of 
the children, Werner, 3 years old, was 
in the care of Mrs. Anna Zuckerman, 
who lives above the Runge home. The 
cther, Willie, 8 years o'4, was at the 
home of his grandmothe~. 

Mrs. Zuckerman said Ms. Runge had 
been in poor health for about 6 months 
and frequently had shown a tendency 
to deep melancholy.

The Eastern lines announce that all 
trains are in operation, although many 


make conenctions with trains that have 
been tied up. 


Southwestern points can now be 
reached, although schedules are be- 
ing changed almost every hour, 
while the Wabash has been continu- 
ing its Kansas City service, enabling 
connections to be made for the West. 
St. Paul trains, with connections for 
the Northwest, are being run close 
tc schedule time by the Burlington, 
so that traffic was afforded in a 
measure in all directions. 

Unien station was crowded this morn- 
ing with men, women and children hop- 
ing to be able to get out of the city or 
get word of friends whose arrival they 
had been awaiting.

Frisco Hardest Hit, 

The Frisco line, which follows the gen- 
eral course of the Meramec River for 
nearly 200 miles and crosses the stream 
many times, was harder hit than anv 
other railroad running from St. Louis 
tc the Southwest. 

Inbound traffic on the main line was 
stopped by the flood at Lebanon, Mo., 
182 miles west of St. Louis and the 
Memphis branch which also crosses the 
Meramec River could not be operated 
between St. Louis and Illmo, almost op- 
posite Cairo. 

Frisco trains from the Southwest last 
night were forced to make a long de- 
tour from Fort Scott, Kan., to Kansas 
City, from which point the Wabash 
route to St. Louis was’ used. 

At the Frisco officss today it was 
announced that a train for the South- 
west would leave Unior Station each 
night at 825 for Springfield, Joplin, 
Texas and Oklahoma. The exact rout- 
ing of this train has tot been deter- 
mined.’ Tracks of other roads will be 
used in order to avoid flood danger. 

On the’ Memphis division a train will 
depart each night at 9:26. It will run on 
the east side of the Mississippi River 
and will recross the river by way of the 
Thebes bridge near Cairo, and then fol- 
low the regular route by way of Chaf- 
fee to Memphis. 


Epgineers Inspect Track. 
Officers of the Frisco said that en- 


gineers had been sent in motor boats 
along the line beyond Valley Park to 
make estimates of the time needed to 
make track repairs. In addition to 
the washing out of a long stretch of 
track near Moselle, the company 
learned this morning of a serious wash- 
out at Ten Broek. 

A dispatch from Springfield today 
said that passenger service on the Fris- 
co between Springfield and Memphis 
had been cut off by the flooding of 
Spring River, which carried down a 
bridge on the division south of Spring- 
field. 

At the train dispatcher’s office in the 
Union Station, it was said that there 
is little chance of resuming trains ve- 
tween St. Louis and Jefferson City for 
three days at the least. Gome iocal

Rescues by Motorboat — Much Livestock Is 
Drowned and the Crops Are Damaged in ° 
Jersey and Greene Counties. 


Considerable livestock was 
drowned, crops were damaged and 
farmers’ families took refuge on hills 
yesterday after the breaking of Illi- 
nois River levees in Jersey and 
Greene counties, in Illinois. Several 
thousand acres of farm lands were 
inundated. 

The Nutwood Levee, protecting a 
15.000-acre district between the 
mouths of Macoupin and Otto creeks, 
in Jersey County, broke about 2 a. 
m. In Spankey, on the north end of 
the levee, the flood waters reached 
the eaves of two-story houses. 

This break was caused by the 
strong current *in Macoupin Creek, 
which had been out of its banks 
from local rains, and which had 
swept away the Chicago & Alton 
bridge, isolating Jerseyville. from 
traffic to the north. 

For many hours the water had 
washed over a 200-yard portion of 
the levee at Spankey. This gave resi- 


were in high places when & 20-foot 
hole was washed in the levee. Other 
residents, who had remained in their 
homes, were rescued from second- 
story windows and from the roofs of 
their homes by persons in motor 
boats.

Chris Bleish and Associates Said 
to Have Done Business of 
$3000 a Month. 


Information given to the police by 
Mrs. Mary Bleish, wife of Chris Bleish, 
proprietor of a saloon and grocery at 
3501 Missouri avenue, today uncovered 
a lottery which is said to have done a 
business in St. Louis, for several months 
past, of $3000 a month.

At the St. Clair Printing Co. estab- 
lishment, 212 Valentine street, the police 
obtained the plates for $1, 50-cent and 
2-cent lottery tickets, and more than 
10,000 tickets. The proprietor, Albert St.

ARABIC MADE NO 
EFFORT TO ATTACK 


Neither Did She Try to Escape, 
Says British Admiralty—Dun- 
sley an Unarmed Trader. 


By Associated Press. 

LONDON, Aug. 23.—The Admiralty to- 
day authorized a denial of the report 
that the steamer Dunsley, torpedoed 
shortly before the Arabic was sunk, 
was an armed patrol. The Admiralty 
states that the Dunsley was a peaceful 
and unarmed trader. 

Supplementing official information 
given out previously concerning the 
sinking of the Arabic, the British Ad- 
miralty today made the following an- 
rouncement;: 

“The Arabic was an unarmed passen- 
ger ship, outward bound to a neutral 
port. It was, thus, impcssible for her 
te have been carrying contraband to 
this. country. 

“She was sunk by a German subma- 
rine without warning, and she neither 
eitempted to attack the submarine nor 
to escave from it.’’ , 


SUBMARINE LAY IN 
WAIT FOR ARABIC 


LIVERPOOL, Aug. 23.—According to 
vurvivors of the steamer Dunsley, tor- 
pedoed by a German submarine just be- 
fore the White Star liner Arabic was 
sunk, the underwater craft hid behind 
the Dunsleys’ unsunken hulk to lie in 
wait for the larger vesse!. The survivors 
declare that they had been ordered’ of? 
their ship and were in lifeboats when 
the submarine concealed herself from 
the approaching Arabic. 

It is stated that when the 'iner cama 
close enough to make ap attack possible 
the submarine submerged, went around 
the Dunsley’s stern, and launched the 
fatal torpedo. They say that the Ger- 
man boat, which came up alongside the 
Dunsley, bore no number. as 

No previous definite statement as te 
the fate of the Dunsley has come 
through from London. It was announced 
that she had been torpedoed, but it had 
not been known whether she succeeded 
in reaching port with her passengers. 


Attitude of America in Arabic Case 
Closely Watched by England. 


LONDON, Avg. 23.—London newspa- 
pers this morning all publish long spe- 
cial dispatches from New York and 
Washington dealing with.the American 
attitude on the sinking of the steamer 
Arabic. As far as the British public is 
concerning the torrpedoing of the Arabic 
is completely overshadowed by the pos- 
sible American developments resulting 
fron. the disaster. 

The newspapers and the public alike 
regard these facts surrounding the sink- 
ing of the steamer as entirely settled. 
From the first it had been regarded 
here af incontrovertibly established thar 
the Arabic was not being convoyed, that 
she received no warning and that she 
made no effort to attack the submarine. 

There has been virtually no additiona! 
details to add to the Arabic story dur- 
ing the last 24 hours. The body of a 
man recovered on a raft has been iden- 
tified at, Queenstown as that of James 
Walker, a steward. No more bodies 
have been recovered. 

Twenty. of the larger lifeboats and 
collapsible boats and rafts belonging to 
the Arabic have been found 60 miles 
southwest of Roche's Point and brought 
to Queenstown. 

The decision of the Coroner to hold no 
inquest into the disaster seemingly 
meets with general approval, it being 
considered that there are no doubtful 
angles to the case to be cleared up. 

The fatalities due to the torpedo- 
ing of the ship, which still_stand at 
39, were due, according to the state- 
ment of one of the officers of the 
Arabic, to three causes—the force of 
the explosion, the capsizing of sev- 
eral lite boats which were unable to 
get clear of the steamer in time, and 
the devotion of the engine room staff 
who remained 80 loyally at their 
posts that several Members had no 
chance to escape.

UF EAST ST. LOUIS 


Outlet Pipe and Out of Service 
8 Hours Before Temporary 
Repairs Can Be Made. 


CONDITIONS IMPROVING 


Water Recedes in Lansdowne, 
but Still Covers Washington 
Park. 


East St. Louis’ entire sewer system 
was out of commission from 9 o’clock 
last night until 5 o’clock this morning, 
following the collapse of the outlet sew- 
er at a point on Fourteenth street, 200 
yards north of Falling Springs road, and 
near the pumping station. 

The outlet sewer, at the point .where 
it collapsed, is 10 feet in diameter. It 
sank in quicksand, carrying with it the 
gas main which feeds seven pumps at 
the pumping station. When the river 1s 
high, as now, the sewer gates are closed, 
and the sewage is forced by pumps over 
the top of the wall into the river. 

When the pumps stopped, the sewer 
water backed up, and flooded streets in 
some places in the south end, but the 
volume of water was small, and soon 
A new gas main was laid, 
and five pumps were started at 5 o’clock 
this morning. . 

Large Cavern Formed. 

The pumps are carrying the sewags 
through the beak in the outlet sewer. 
The suction is opening a large cavern 
at the point where the sewer collapsed. 

The water in Lansdowne fell consid- 
erably yesterday and last night. At 8 
o’clock this morning the water extended 
a block west of Fortieth street on Wa- 
verly place and less than a block on 
Fortieth, south of Waverly. All of 
Washington Park that was flooded still 
is under water, and none of the resi- 
dents had moved back to their houses. 

Officials of ‘the Levee Board yester- 
day visited the diversion channel at 
Pogue, where a break was threatened, 
and found the water had fallen four 
feet, ending all danger. 

The drainage canal, which broke and 
caused the flood in Lansdowne, is not 
connected with the levee district. It is 
controlled by three commissioners, Rich- 
ard Dunham, Charles Idoux and Frank 
Payeur. The canal is known as the 
‘Harding ditch,’’ and it was construct- 
ed principally to drain Washington 
Park. It empties into Prairie du Pont 
Creek, as do other canals of that sys- 
tem. The creek rose so high Friday 
that the canals flowed north instead of 
south. 

$2000 Bridge Washed Out. 

The $2000 concrete bridge which recent- 

ly was completed and which spans the 


+canal-at Eighty-ninth street, in French 


Village, was washed out. The bridge 
was contracted for by Chamberlin, when 
he was Mayor, and the debt was be- 
'queathed to the Mollman administra- 
tion: 

The canal broke a month ago at a 
point near where it joins Prairie du 
Pont Creek, and flooded many farms. 
The system is known as Drainage Dis- 
trict No. 1, and was created about eight 
years ago.

Premier Quoted as Saying Settle- 
ment Has Been Reached Re- 
garding Albania. 


VENIZELOS HEADS CABINET 


He Notifies King of Greece of 
Acceptance and Will Take 
Oath of Office Today.

MILAN, Aug. 23.—One of the main dif- 
ficulties in the way of a solution of the 
Balkan problem favorabie to the En- 
tente allies has been settled, accordins 
to an interview with Premier Pachi- 
tich of Servia, published in the Corriere 
Dela Serra. The Premier is quoted as 
saying that Servia has given way to 
Italy regarding Albania. 

Premier Pachitch, according to the 
newspaper, went over several phases of 
the present situation, as well as deciar- 
ing that Austria had tried several times 
since the beginning of the war to con- 
clude a separate peace with Servia, but 
met with refusals from the Servian Gov- 
ernment. 

The inaction of the Servian army, the 
Premier said, was due to sanitary con- 
ditions and the necessity for reorgan- 
ization and the accumulation of war 
supplies. When the moment comes, he 
declared, the Servian army will fight 
steadfastly and in accord with the 
armies of Servia's allies, true to the 
principles of the Balkans for the Bai- 
kan peoples. 

Servia has been endeavoring ever 
since the beginning of the war to reach 
an agreement with Bulgaria, and is try- 
ing to do so now, the Premier said, on 
a basis conserving the vital interests of 
both countriés. So far as concerns Al- 
bania, the Premier is quoted as declar- 
ing, Servia bows to the decision of Eu- 
rope and wishes a friendly solution of 
the Adriatic question with Italy, ac- 
knowlédging.the predominant positign of 
Italy in that field. 

An agreement has just been reached, 
the Premier added, for Servia to send 
to Italy Austrian prisoners of Italian 
nationality in exchange for prisoners of 
Slavic nationalities taken from Austria 
by Italy. 

Venizelos to Take Oath Today as 
Premier of Greece. 
LONDON, Aug. 23.—Elutnerios Veniz- 
elos accepted the post of Premier of 
Greece, after a conference yesterday 
with King Constantine which resulted 
in a perfect understanding between 
them. The King congratulated M. Ve- 
nizelos, who will present as soon as 
possible the list ef men he will invite 
to accept portfolios. The new Premier 

will take the oath today. 

Athens is enthusiastically celebrating 
M. Venizelos’ return to power. In ad- 
dition to the premiership, M. Venize- 
los will take charge of the ministry of 
Foreign Affairs. 

Italy’s declaration of war against 
Turkey is expected to have an almost 
immediate effect on the Balkan states, 
which still are debating which side they 
will take in the conflict. The relations 
between Italy and Rumania for years 
have been very intimate, and the opin- 
ion is expressed here that it is prob- 
able, especially in view of the threat- 
ening attitude of the Germanic Powers 
toward Rumania because of her refusal 
to allow ammunition to pass through 
her territory, that now Italy has bro- 
ken relations with Turkey, Rumania 
will join the quadruple intente. 

Bulgaria is still waiting for the re- 
ply of Servia to the suggestions of 
the entente Ministers that Servia cede 
Macedonia to Buigaria, while Greece 
is likely to declare her future policy 
when the chamber meets this week. 
The opinion is expressed in diplomatic 
circles here that it is significant that 
M. Venizelos, who always has been 
friends to the entente, has decided to 
take charge, in addition to the Grecian 
premiership, of the office of Minister of 
Foreign Affairs. , 

With the ihclusion of Italy among 
Turkey’s opponents in the war, and 
the former’s well-known desire for ex- 
pansion in .the near East, the Balkan 
states may consider that the time is 
ripe for them to enter the fleld and ob- 
tain for themselves a share of what 
falls to the victorious group.

AMSTERDAM, Aug. &2.—The German 
newspapers, copies of which have been 
received here, express indignation over 
Italy’s declaration of War on Turkey, 
aeserting that Italy is merely acting on 
the orders of Great Britain. 

The Tageblatt says tht, although Italy 
has not yet declared wa- on Germany, 
she is ready to act whenever she is 
ordered by the allies. 

‘The declaration of war on Turkey, 
says the Vossische Zeitung, “is the nat- 
ural consequence of Italy's vassaiage to 
Great Britain and France. But Turkey 
need not worry. as Italy will break her 
teeth on the Dardanclies, like Great 
Fritain and France hav2 done.” 
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“Seate ef Miles 
The heavy black line across the map indicates the line of con- 
tact of the advancing German and the retreating Russian forces today, 
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night by the Fresident of the Cham- 
ber. M. Rodzianko, that the German 
fieet had been defeated at Riga with 
the loss of the battle cruiser Moltke 
and three other cruisers and seven tor- 
pedo boats, elicited unbounded enthusi- 
asm and was accompanied by touch- 
ing scenes.

LOSS OF MOLTKE 
NOT CONFIRMED 


LONDON, Aug. 23.—Announcement 
was made by M. Rodzianko, President 
of the Duma, to the assembled members 
at Petrograd yesterday that a British 
submarine had sunk the German battle 
cruiser Moltke in the Baltic Sea. An 
official statement from the Petrograd 
navy headquarters today does not name 
the “dreadnought” torpedoed by the 
British underwater boat, and no con- 
tirmation has come from Berlin or the 
British Admiralty concerning the loss 
of the Moltke, and in Petrograd there 
seems to be doubt whether it was the 
Moltke which was destroyed. The Rus- 
sian officia] statement adds that the 
Germans in the battle m the Gulf of 
Riga lost two cruisers end eight tor- 
pedo boats, which were either sunk or 
damaged. 

A dispatch to the Central News from 
Petrograd, last night, said: 

“The President of the Duma has an- 
nounced that the Gerpians lost the bat- 
tleship Moltke, three cruisers and sev- 
en torpedo boats in the Riga battle.” 

The announcement of the President 
of the Duma as sent by the corre- 
spondent, follows: 

“In the Riga battle, the Germans lost 
sone superdreadnought, the Moltke, three 
cruisers and seven torpedo boats. 

“The German fleet has withdrawn 
from Riga’ Bay. 

“The Germans tried to mako a de- 
scent near Pernpvin (Psenigel, on the 
east shore of the Gulf of Riga), some 
3% miles north of Riga. Four barges 
crammed with soldiers took part in the 
descent. They were repulsed by the 
Russian troops without the co-operation 
f artillery, fhe Germans being exter- 
minated and the barges captured.”

Louis, on the Rock Island. or at Union, 
6& Miles from 8t. Louis. Train service 
between Union and St. Louis was cut 
off by the Meramec flood, and the only 
vehicles of transportation were autom»- 
biles, whose owners demanded $% to $19 
& person for carrying passengers to the 
St. Louls suburbs. 

Gascondy is the headquarters for 
week-end parties on the Gasconade and 
for those who spend a longer time 
there. A large number of St. Louis ex- 
cursionists, most of whom had to re- 
turn to their work this morning, were 
confronted yesterday afternoon with the 
problem of getting back in the fact’ of 
the announcement that railroad service 
was suspended east of Union. 

Men who had their families with them 
at Gascondy left the families behind, 
and started in,.determined to take al- 
most any chance, in order fo get to 
their work this morning. Salesgiris and 
stenographers, who felt equally the nec- 
essity of getting back in order to hold 
their jobs, started from Gascondy to 
Union. 

30 Embark in Autos, 
The prospect of getting automobiles a 
Union was in everyone’s mind on the 
trip from Gascondy, and when Union 
was reached, the hungry passengers 
made a rush for the five Ford machines 
which offered them the only chance of 
getting to the city. The charge varied 
with the different drivers, but was. not 
lower than $5 in any case. Some refused 
tc pay this price, and got out, saying 
they would stay in Union until railroad 
service should be restored. The five 
machines started out with 30 passengers, 
and ran at top speed, Hank Monk and 
Horace Greely fashion, over the rough 
Franklin County roads, the drivers be- 
ing in a hurry to get back to Union in 
time to meet the next train. 

, The chines made the run to Maple- 
wocd, “on the outskirts of St. Louis, tn 
four hours, and left their passengers 
there to take street cars.

“INSIDE STORY" 
OF HOW FRANK 
WAS LYNCHED 


He Did Not Confess and 
When Asked if,He K 1 
Girl Is Said to Have Made 
No Reply—‘“I Love My 
Wife and Mother More 
Than Life,” Last Words. 


SAID NOT TO HAVE 
BEEN MALTREATED 


Walked to Death Tree With- 
out a Faltering Step or Sign 
of Protest; “Vigilance 


Committee” Termed It a/ 


“Legal Hanging.” 


By Associated Press. 

ATLANTA, Ga, Aug. 23.—The first 
actual story of all that transpired on the 
death ride of Leo M. Frank from Mil- 
ledgeville, between midnight and dawn 
last Tuesday morning, became available 
to the Associated Press yesterday. The 
recital did not come through second or 
third hands, but in a manner which 
seemingly placed its authenticity beyond 


all question. 4 

The narrator, however, will not be a 
witness before the Cobb County grand 
jury, which, on Sept. 1, will be asked to 
satedlake @ thorough investigation of 
the lynching of the man alleged to be 
the slayer of little Mary Phagan, . the 
Atlanta factory girl 

It has also become known that Gov. 
Nat E. Harris, during the last few days, 
has received several anonymous threat- 
ening letters purporting to warn him not 
to go “too far” in his investigation of 
the lynching. The Governor is not in- 
clined to take the letters at all serious- 
ly, but looks upon them as the out- 
xrowth of the disturbed sentiment of the 
moment. 

The “inside story” of the events which 
preceded the finding of Frank’s lifeless 
body swaying from the limb of the big- 
gest oak tree in the vicinity, near “Bill’’ 
J. Frey’s gin, cleared up many phases 
of the incident which heretofore have 
been veiled in mystery. 

Assertions by the Narrator. 
Points asserted by the narrator were: 
1. Frank did not confegs. He twice was 

asked if he had anything to say, but on 
each occasion replied, ‘“‘No.”” Asked 
pointedly if he killed the Phagan girl, 
he is said to have made no reply what- 


2. No attempt was made to force a 
confession. Frank’s statement just prior: 
to his death that he loved his wife and 
mother better than he did his life camé 
unexpectedly and without questioning. 

Third. Frank was not maltreated in 
any way prior to the actual lynching. 
Stories that he may have met violent 
death before he was hanged are with- 
out foundation. 

Fourth. Frank walked a distance of 
200 yards from the automobile to the 
deoth tree, without a faltering step; 
without a sigh or semblance of a pro- 
test. Fearing, perhaps, that his body 
he 
asked that the wedding ring he wore 
be delivered to a newspaper man wit# 
the solemn promise that it would be 
turned over to his wife. This wish was 
carried out. 

Fifth, Frank was told from the start 
that he was to be executed as the court 
had directed that he be, and every 
effort Was made by the so-called ‘‘vigil- 
ance committee” to see that the “legal 
hanging,” as they termed the lynching 
was carried cut in an orderly manner. 
Members of the “vigilance committee” 
are said to resent any intimation that 
Frank was “maltréated’”’ while in their 
custody. They assert he was given ex- 
actly the same consideration usually 
given to a condemned man on the day 
of his execution. The rough handling of 
the body after it was cut down was 
a matter concerning which members of 
the “committee feet they were not re- 
rponsitie.” 

“Sacred Duty to Perform.” 

The members of the “vigilance ‘com- 
mittee” said they had a sacred duty to 
perform “in carrying out the mandate 
of the courts of the State and of the 
United States.” ‘ 

There was no mob spirit, no demon- 
stration, and there is said to have been 
no idea of hanging Frank in the pub- 
lic square at Marietta or in the ceme- 
tery where Mary Phagan lies buried. 
There was, however, a determination 
that the execution should take place in 
Cobb County. Inasmuch as all the mem- 


residents of Cobb County, the reason 
for this is obvious. 

Seven automobiles were required to 
transport the “vigilance committes” 
from Marietta to Milledgeville. Only 
four returned, including the car in 
which Frank rode. The cars were 
Bpcclally selected to make identifica- 
tion difficult. No car of conspicuous 
color or design was wanted. There were 
probably 28 men in the lynching party.

No Resistance by Frank. % 

“Don’t bother with the clothes, come 
just as you are,’’ he was commanded. 
Unresistingly, and without appeal of 
any sort for protection, Frank per- 
mitted himself to be handcuffef. Clad 
only in a sleeping garment, he walked 
into the prison corridor, a member of 
the “Vigilance Committee” on either side 
of him, and two bringing up the rear. 
The night was one of the warmest of 
summer. 
When the party had reached the pris- 
on door the leaders thought the progress 
being made was too slow. It was then 
Frank was picked up and carried down 
the concrete steps of the prison house 
It is strenuously denied that Frank was 
dragged or “‘bumped’’ down the steps, 
and it Is also denied that one of the 
members of the party helped carry him 
by the hair. In substantiation of this, 
it is pointed out that when Frank’s 
body was cut down the only mark on 
{tc was a slight abrasion of the right 
arm, just above the elbow. This, it ts 
said, was caused either by striking the 
arm against the narrow door of the au- 
tomobile as he was lifted into the ‘ma-

Only four got back to Marietta, the 
other three being left behind at Little 
River as a rear guard. These were the 
cars which successfully baffled those 
who first started in pursuit of the 
Wnching party. 

For seven hours Frank sat in the au 
tomobile during the ride from Milledge- 
ville to Marietta. There was but one 
delay—a puncture, which was quickiv 
mended. 

During this journey only two syllables 
left IFrank’s iips. What his thoughts 
were can never be known The men 
who had determined that he should die 
left him alone with his meditations. 

Soon after he had been placed in the 
automobile, Frank was told he was 
being taken to his place of execution. 

‘The courts of Georgia have ser- 
tenced you to be hanged and they never 
reversed that sentence. It has devolved 
upon us to carry out their decree.” 

Frank did not flinch. The stoicism 
which had marked his long confinement 
in prison and with which he had met all 
the reverses which followed his many 
legal attempts for liberty did not desert 
him in the last hours of his life. 

Captors Question Frank.

From Crest of Forts He Reviews 
Parade of Troops Which 
Captured Them. 


NOVOGEORGIEVSK, Russian Poland, 
Aug. 20, via Warsaw to London, Aung. =. 
—The German Emperor, with Gen. von 
Falkenhayn, chief of staff of the Ger- 
man army; Field Marshal von Hinden- 
burg, Gen. von Beseler and a brilliant 


suite entered the stili burning town of 
Novogeorgievsk today (Friday). 

Emperor William, prior to his en- 
trance, reviewed in parade part of the 
troops which took the fortress in an 
eight-day siege. The Emperor witnessed 
the parade from the crest of the Novo- 
georgievsk forts, amid cannon and 
barbed wire entanglements. He ex- 
pressed gratitude to God, who, he said, 
had helped the troops and would further 
help them, and fhanked the men for 
their accomplistment. The Associated 
Prees corresvondent stood near the Em- 
peror, who appeared to be fresh and 
streng, despite -his arduous duties. 

After the parade the correspondent 
entered Novogeorgievsk, where stores 
and supplies everywhere were burning. 
The Russians apparently intended to 
take everything away but the railroad 
bridge broke down under the heavy 
mortars, thus cutting the connections 
and necessitating a defense of the 
fortress. 

German officers stated that the victory 
here was considered more notable be- 
cause the besieging force was smaller 
than the garrison, and consisted in great 
part of reserves, not first line troops. Tt 
was said that Gen. von Beseler, at 
Antwerp, had comparatively little infan- 
try covering his heavy artillery. 


The reference in this dispatch to Gen. 
von Beseler as being the one in com- 
mand during the siege of Antwerp 
recalls a report published in a London 
newspaper last October to the. effect 
that the conqueror of Antwerp had shot 
and killed himself in his room at -Bru- 
ges. There was no confirmation of this. 
However, there has been no mention 
in news dispatches of the activities of 
Gen. von Beseler in any of the cam- 
paigns up to the time of the fall of No- 
vogeorgievsk. The Novogeorgievsk dis- 
patch apparently clears up one of the 
smaller mysteries of the war.

TOUNITE TO AVOID WAR 


Says Question Is Whether Anericans Should 
Put Their Right to Travel on Belligerent 
Ships Above Nation’s Welfare.

CHICAGO, Aug. 23.—William J. Bryan, 
Secretary of State, night 
gave out the following signed state-

ment: 


“I have read the editorial opinions 
concerning the sinking of the Arabic, as 
those opinons were reproduced in Sat- 
urday morning’s papers, but they seem 
to me to avoid the most important ques- 
tion. The real question is not whether 
American citizens have, under interna- 
tional law, a right to travel through 
the danger zone on the ships of bellig- 
erent nations. That is admitted. 

“The questién just now is whether an 
American citizen should put his con- 
venience or even his rights above his 
nation’s welfare. I€ American citizens 
refuse to consider their own safety or 
the safety of the nation, then a second 
question arises, namely, whether the 
Government should permit a few per- 
sons to drag the country into this un- 
paralleled war. 

Supported by Precedent.® 

“Our Government has made its pro- 
test, and there is no doubt that the po- 
sition taken is abundantly'supported by 
precedent, but that does not necessarily 
mean that we are going to war. Diplo- 
macy has not yet concluded its work, 
and even if diplomatic efforts fail, we 
nave recourse to the treaty plan which 
MUST be resorted to in case of dis- 


and Russia, and should be resorted tv 
before going to war with any other be!- 
ligerent nation. 

“Tf the treaty plan fails we still have 
a choice between entering this war and 
the postponement of final settlement 
until peace is restored. In the meantime 
it will be well to think of the thousands, 
or possibly the hundreds of thousands, 
who will be sacrificed if we enter this 
war; these brave men are certainly en- 
titled to consideration as well as the 
few who, by deliberately incurring un- 
necessary risks, bring harm upon them- 
selves and danger to their country. 

Time to Lay Aside Bias, 

“Tt is time for the unneutral portion 
of the press of the United States to lay 
asidegits bias and unite in helping the 
President to keep the country out of 
war. 

“The pro-ally papers are insisting upon 
war with Germany for the benefit of the 
allies and the pro-German papers are in- 
sisting upon an embargo on arms and 
ammunition for the benefit of Germany. 
If these two groups of papers would join 
together and urge measures to restrain 
American citizens from going into the 
danger zone on belligerent ships and 
prohibiting American passenger ships 
from carrying arms and ammunition—if 
they would do this, they would aid in 
preventing war and in reserving for our 
nation the priceless opportunity to act 
as peacemaker when the time for peace 
arrives.”’

Ouell Bandits Justified 
U.S. Has Estabfished Precedents 


By STERLING E. EDMUNDS. 
Lecturer on International Law, St. 
Loul, University Law School. 


The acts of murder and pillage com- 
mitted at the present time by Mexican 
bandits on United States territory north 
of the border, form but another chapter 
in a long series of similar outrages with 
which the United States has had to deal 
during the last 8 years. As early as 
1836 the United States was compelled to 
send a military expedition to the Mex- 
ican border to protect Western settlers 
from Mexican Indians as well as to pro- 
tect Mexicans against the depredations 
of American Indians. At that time the 
United States asserted the right of en- 
tering Mexican territory with its armed 
forces in pursuit of such offenders. 

Mr. Forsyth, Secretary of State in 
1836, in a note to Mr. Gorostiza, the 
Mexican representative, justified o@r po~- 
aition, saying: 

“Temporary invasion of the territory 
of an adjoining country, when necessary 
to prevent and check crime, rests upon 
principles of the law of nations entirely 
distinct from those on which war is 
justified—upon the immutable principles 
of self-defense—upon the principles 
which justify decisive measures of pre- 
cautions to prevent irreparable evil to 
our own or to a_ neighboring people.” 
Again, in the same year, he said: 

“When: necessary to maintain order 
and to comply with treaty obligation 
to Mexico, the troops of the United 
States are entitled to cross the boun- 
dary between the United States and 
Mexico, and so when necessary to pun- 
ish Mexican marauding Indians or to 
prevent their incursions.” 

Intervention, Mexico Claimed, 

Mexico maintained that the presence 
of United States trops upon her soil 
without her permission constituted in- 
tervention and unjustifiable violation of 
her territory, and ultimately a short- 
lived agreement was reached under 
which a reciprocal right was conceded 
to the troops of each state to suppress 
lawlessness on the part of Indians on 
either side of the border. Before, as 
well as since, however, the United 
States has not hesitated to take the 
law in its own hands where the Mex- 
ican Government appeared to be unable 
or unwilling to act. 

Mr. Webster, Secretary of State, re- 
asserted the right in 1851, when arbi- 
trary and corrupt acts of Mexico’s civil 
and military officers were weighing 
heavily upon American citizens. 

In 1856, Mr. Marcy, Secretary of State, 
pointed out to the Mexican Minister, 
Mr. Almonte, that United States troops 
would pursue into Mexico all Mexf- 
cans committing depredations in the 
United States, whom Mexico did not re- 
strain. 

Buchanan on Mexico, 

In 1858 President Buchanan’s second 
message dealt largely with the turbu- 
fence of Mexico and its harmful exten- 
sion across the border. Speaking of 
the Mexican states, he said. 

“They have not the power, if they 
possess the will, even tc restrain law- 
less Mexicans from passing the border 
and committi:r.g depredations on our re- 
mote settlers. A state of anarchy and 
violence prevails throughouc that distant 
frontier. The laws are a dead letter ani 
life and property wholly insecure.” The 
raessage then went so far as to recom- 
mend military octupation. 

“T can imagine no porsible remedy for

President to Take Up Situation 
Arising Out of Order Mak- 
ing Product Contraband. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—Plans for 
helping the cotton situation in the South 
were discussed today by President Wil- 
son with W. P. G. Harding of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board, who has investigat- 
ed the cotton question thoroughly. 

The President is preparing to proteat 
to Great Britain against making cotton 
contraband. 

Harding made recommendations today 
for further steps, but refused to make 
them public. One plan under considera: 
tion is understood to be the sending 0° 
an informal commission to England te 
arrange for the sale of surplus cotton.

British Papers Support Government 


in Decision on Cotton 
LONDON, Aug. 23.—The question con- 


cerning cotton being declared contra- 
band of war forms :a leading topic in 
the London newspapers this morning. 
Although the British press was by no 
means unanimous in demanding that 
cotton be made contraband, now that 
the Government has taken the plunge, 
its decision meets virtually with the uni- 


versal approval of those newspapers 
which hitherto had refrained from ure 
ing the step. 
} These newspapers now take the view 
that the Government, with the advan- 
tage of having the best information at 
‘ts disposal, is in a better position to 
judge than the less well informed pub- 
lic opinion regarding the proper meth- 
od of dealing with the question. Some 
of the editorial comment shows that 
considerable political feeling has en- 
tered into the matter. For instance, the 
Morning Post claims that it has only 
been since the coalition Government en- 
tered into power that the order in 
council has been administered in such 
4 manner as to prevent Germany from 
receiving cotton through neutral ports. 
‘ine Post expresses the desire to know 
_~ woven cotton fabrics and textiles 
so were not declared contraband, since 
it says the claim has been made that 
Germany can employ them as efficient 
substitutes for cotton in the manufac- 
ture of explosives. 


No Large Buying by England. 
The Daily Chronicle interprets the 


Government’s declaration to mean that 
while the Government will decline to 
enter into any vast project for buying 
up the American cotton crop, it will be 
prepared to make such purchases as 
may seem advisable to support the 
market and obtain a reasonable level of 
prices’ for the American grower. 

The Times regards the declaration of 
cotton as contraband with the greatest 
satisfaction. 

The newspaper adds that under the 
order in council, cargoes of cotton can 
now be confiscated @hd that it stands 
te reason that the liability to confisca- 
tion will have a reterrent effect on 
legitimate trade. Thus, the newspaper 
concludes, the Government’s decision

WHAT IS THE WAR’S GOAL? 


ANTI-ANNEXATIONISTS OF 
GERMANY ASK GOVERNMENT 


Declaration Against Intention of Conquest De- 
manded; Censorship on Discussion Tight- 
ened—Harden Not: Exiled.

COPENHAGEN. Aug. 23.—Before 
leaving Berlin for Copenhagen to file 
my describing the cam- 


paign now going on over the question

of annexation of territory by Germany, 
I saw Maximilian Harden, the famous 


German editor, and he characterized the 
report printed in many foreign papers 
that he had been exiled as ridiculous. 

Herr Harden has not been away from 
Berlin. While my interview with him, 
several weeks ago, wherein he said that 
the sinking of the Lusitania was a po- 
litical mistake, has not increased his 
popularity in certain circles, and his ar- 
ticles on Italy subjected him to severe 
attacks in certain papers, he told me 
last Sunday, that not only he had not 
been exiled, but had not been warned 
or threatened by the Government cen- 
sor. Aside from the confiscation of one 
number of his publication, Zukunft, for) 
severe criticism of Turkey’s entrance 
into the war, he had had no trouble 
with the authorities. 

Want to Know “War Goal.” 

That the Government announce what 
Germany’s Kriegsziel or ‘‘war goal” 
is during the present session of the 
Reichstag; that the censorship ban on 
a discussion of Kriegsziel be lifted 
and that a free press and public discus- 
sion on Germany’s-ultimate gains and 
peace conditions be permitted—these are 
the demands contained in a petition just 
placed Before the Reichstag. It is signed 
by Kurt von Tepper Laski and Count 
George von Arco, on behalf of the Bund 
Neues Vaterland, which veils numerous 
influential and intellectual progressives 
who are especially working against the 
present propaganda for the annexation 
of Belgium. 

The petition, from which I have quot- 
ed at length in a previous dispatch, fol- 
lows, in part: 

“In many circles the German people 
have become restless because of widely 
varying differences of opinion as to 
what kriegs zeil the Government actual- 
ly is pursuing. The last statement and 
explanation of the Chancellor in the 
Reichstas’ »rior to the present session 
was variously commented upon in the 
press as a modification of his stand- 
point laid down by him on Aug. & 1914. 

“In view of that, it seems urgently 
desirable that the Chancellor, as soon 
as possible, publicly confirm that Ger- 
many had not had any intentions of 
More especially has it no 
thought of the annexation of Belgium. 
Such a statement would have the best 
possible effect upon public sentiment in 
the still remaining neutral countries, 
and, aside from that, would furnish a 
fundamental basis upon which peace fa- 
vorable for us might be concluded. 

Free Discussion Desired. 

“Of equal importance would be the an- 
nouncement that finally free discussion 
of the kriegs zeil will be permitted. Had 
all portions of the German people re- 
frained from such discussion, it might 
seem somewhat premature to lift the 
prohibition at present, but we are con- 
fronted by the fact that, while the dis- 
cussion of citizens bearing upon peace 
are forbidden entirely to the press, these 
discussions are taking place in other cir- 
eles in disregard of such prohibition. 

“We recal the memorial of six e¢go- 
nomic associations and others, wherein 
the most extreme annexation demands 
were made. As such memorials are cer- 
tain to come to the knowledge of other 
countries, where the foreign press will 
exploit them in every direction against 
us and contribute thereby 10 arousing 
Sentiment against Germany, they tend 
to prolong’ the war. W'e consider it, 
therefore, urgently necessary that, 
through answer in the German press, 
the impression abroad that such memo- 
rials represent the views and will of the 
whoie or greater part of the German 
people be destroyed. This impression, 
however, will be created if the entire 
German press is silent because it must 
remain silent, from which the conclu- 
sion is drawn tifat it consents to silence. 

“Imbued by the wish that every un- 
necessary prolcngation of the war be 
avoided for our people, we petition the 
Reichstag, urgently to act in the sense 
of this memorial.’ 

Censorship More Rigid. 

One result of the various memorials, 
petitions and the academic controversy 
as to what German kriegs zeil should 
he, which is growing in intensity despite 
the heavy lid that is on it, has been a 
still more rigid censorship order. 

Last Saturday the police, in a writ- 
ten notice, called* the attention of the 
German editors and writers in Berlin to 
& new order of the Commander in Chief 
in the Berlin military district, that 
“until further notice all discussion of 
views on peace questions, regardless of 
whether in the daily press, pamphiets, 
other publications or printed matter of 
whatever nature, must for military rea- 
sons first be submitted to the censor be- 
fore made known.”’ 

The significance of this lies in the 
fact that such manuscripts must be sub- 
mitted to military censorship instead of 
political. , 

It must not be inférred from this or 
from the memorials about which I have 
cabled that there is any great agita-

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COMMISSIONERS AGREE 
LABOR HAS MANY JUST 
CAUSES OF COMPLAINT 


Separate Reports Filed by Each of Three Groups 
Represented in Federal Body on In- 
dustrial Relations, 


CHICAGO, Aug. 23.—Summaries of the 
reports, three in. number, of the United 
“tates Commission on Industrial Rela- 
tions as to findings and recommenda- 
tions for the information of Congress, 
were made public here last night. 

Tre commissicn, which ceases to exist 
today. was composed of three repre- 
sen:atives each of the employers, the 
«mpleyed and the general public. It 
hecame apparent some time ago that 


they would be unable to agree on a 


of the reports given out can properly 
be called a “‘majority’’ report. 

The personnel of the commission fol- 
lows. Frank P. Walsh, Missouri, chair- 
man; John R. Commons, Wisconsin, and 
Mrs. J. Borden Harriman, representing 
the public; R. H: Aishton, Dlinois; Har- 
ris Weinstock, California, and 8S. Thurs- 

n Ballard, Ker:tucky, representing the 
omployers; and John B. Lennon, IIli- 
nois; James O'Connell, District of Co- 
lumbia, and A. B. Garretson, Iowa, rep- 
resenting the employed. 

The report of the representives of the 
empioyes, known as the ‘“‘staff’’ report, 
drawn up by Basil M. Manly, Director 
of Research and Investigation for the 
commission, was signed by Commis- 
sioners Waish, Lennon, O’Con and 
Garretson. In connection with the main 
reports these commissioners issued three 
“Supplementa! Opinions and Sugges- 
tiors’’ as follows: One by Walsh, one 
ry Garretson, and one by Lennon and 
©’Connell jointly. 

Commissioners’ Report. 

The report of the commissioners rep- 
resenting the public and the summary 
thereof were written by Commissioner 
Commons. He and Mrs. Harriman 
signed it without reservation. Commis- 


approved it in large part and in part 
their dissent to portions of it, and to 
the Manley repurt are expressed in the 
so-catied Weinstock report, signed by 
Weinstock, Aishtor and Ballard. 

The reports are identified as the 
Manly or staff report; the Commons, 
or report of the commissioners for the 
public, and the Weinstock report, which 
among other things expressed dissent 
fror the findings of the other two re- 
ports. 

The Manly summary finds ‘‘that the 
causes of industrial unrest group them- 
selves almoste without exception under 
four main sources, which include all 
the cthers. They are: 

‘1, Unjust distribution of wealth and 
ir-come. 

“2. Unemployment and denial of op- 
portunity to earn a living. 

“3. Denial of justice in the creation, 


lin the adjudication and in the adminis- 


ration of the law. 
te form effective organizations.’’ Rem- 
edies are suggested. 

On the same subject, the Commons re- 
port says: 

“The greatest cause or industrial un- 

rest is the breakdown of the labor laws 
and the distrust of cur municipal, 
state and national governments on the 
part of a large portion of our 
pegple.”” The repért outiines a plan for 
remedying conditions through the in- 
stitution of a permanent “Industrial 
Commission and Advisory Council’ with 
comprehensive powers. 
The Weinstock report dissents from 
the recommendation that the secondary 
boycott should be legalized, finds that 
employes have many just grievances 
and are thoroughly justified in organ- 
izing. It explains the rrime objections 
employers have to recognizing and deal- 
ing with organized labor as follows: 
Sympathetic strikes, jui'sdictional dis- 
prtes, labor union poltics, contract 
breaking, restriction- of cutput, prohi- 
bition of the use of ronunion-made 
tcols and materials, clered shop, con- 
tests for supremacy between rival 
unions, acts of violence against non- 
union workers and the properties of em- 
rloyers, and apprenticeship rules. 


More Than 200,000 Words. 

Owing to its length it was impossible 
for the printers to previde the full 
summary of the Manly report. This 
latter report consists of three sections, 
only the first of which was given out. 
The second section will be made pub- 
lic tomorrow and th? third section 
Thursday. 

' The full text of the three reports, 
which contain an aggregate of more 
than 200,000 words, is in the hands of 
the printer and probably will not be 
available to the public for several days. 
Iror this reason summaries were pre- 
pared for\ publication. That of the 
MAnly report was epitomized by George 
F.. West, director of publicity for. the 
commission; that of the employers by 
Weinstock, and that of the representa- 
tives of the public by Commons. 

The “Supplemental Opinions and Sug- 
gestions’ of Commissioners Garretson 
and Ballard were made public, while 
those of Walsh, O’Connell and Lennen 
are expected to be given out at a later 
date. 

The commission conducted hearings 
during 154 days, and heard 740 witnesses. 
Of the latter, 230 were affiliated with 
the employers; 245 with labor and 265 
were not affiliated with either group. 

Weinstock “Employers” Report. 

An abetract of the report signed by 
Commissioners Weinstock, Aishton and 
Ballard, représenting the employers on 
the communication says: 

“Despite the fact that we have been 
appointed to represent, on this commis- 
sion, the employers of the nation, we 
are free to admit that the investigations 
made by the commission, and the testi- 
mony brought forth at our public hear- 
ings, have made it plain that employers,. 
some of them, have been guilty of much 


wrongdoing, and have caused the work- 


ers to have their fullest grievances

vingle report, and it is said that none’ 


“4. Denial of the right and opportunity 


democracy by more or less successfully 
controlling courts and legislatures; that 
some of them have exploited women 
and children’ and unorganized workers: 
that some have resorted to all sorts of 
methods to prevent the enactment of 
remedial industrial legislation; that 
some have employed gunmen in strikes, 
who were disreputable characters, and 
who assaulted innocent people and com- 
mitted other crimes most reprehensible 
in character; that some have paid lower 
wages than competitive conditions war- 
ranted, worked their people long hours, 
and under insanitary and dangerous 
conditions; that some have exploited 
prison labor at the expense of free la- 
bor; that some have been contract- 
breakers with labor; that some have at 
times attempted, through the author- 
ities, to suppress free speech and the 
right of peaceful assembly; and that 
some have deliberately, for selfish ends, 
bribed representatives of labor. All 
these things, we find, tend to produce 
industrial ugrest, with all its consequent 
and far-reaching ills. 

‘There is, therefore, no gainsaying the 
fact that labor has had many griev- 
ances, and that it is thoroughly justified 
in organizing and in spreading organi- 
zation in order better to protect itself 
agairst exploitation and oppression. 


Deeper Personal Interest. 

“On the other hand, in justice to em- 
ployers generally, it must be said that 
thers has been much evidence to show 
that there is an awakening among the 
enlightened employers of the nation, 
who have taken a deeper personal in- 
lerest in the welfare of their workers 
than ever before in industrial history* 
that such enlightened employers are 
grrowing in number and are more and 
more realizing that, if for no other rea- 
san, it is in their own self-interest to 
seek the welfare of their workers and 
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earnestly to strive to better their con- | 
éitions. Employers, on their own initia- 
tive. have created sick funds and pen- 
sion funds; have expended vast sums of 
money to insure greater safety to their 
workers; have, @8 compared with condi- 
tions of the past, greatly improved their 
methods of sanitation, have done much 
to regularize employment; have in- 
creased wages, and in every way have 
endeavored to lighten the burdens of 
their workers. 

“Organized labor points out that there 
ere many employers’ associations that 
are organized not to deal with, but to 
figtt, unionism, and that this, in many 
instances, and more especially in the 
larger industrial enterprises, presents a 
very serious obstacle for organized labor 
to meet and to overcome. 

‘Representing, as we do, on this com- 
mission, the employers’ side, we are 
at one with the other members of our 
Federal Commission wh) represent the 
general public, and also with those rep- 
resenting organized labor, in believing 
that under modern industrial conditions, 
collective bargaining, when fairly and 
properly conducted,*is conducive to the 
best good of the emplover, the worker 
and society. We find that there are 
many enlightened emplovers who con- 
cur in this view, who in the past re- 
cognized and dealt with organized la- 
bor but who now refuse te do so, and 
who, under proper conditions, would 
willingly continue to engage in col- 
lective bargaining. With gopd cause, in 
eur opinion; they place the responsi- 
bility for their refusing to do so at’ 
the door of organized labor. There is 
an abundance of available testimony in 
our records to show that many employ- 
ers are frightened off from recognizing 
or dealing with organized labor for fear 
that to do so means to rut their heads 
in the noose and to invite the prob- 
ability of seriously injuring, it not ruin- 
ing, their business. 

“The prime objections that suth em- 
ployers have to recognizing and deal- 
ing with organized labor is the fear of: 

“Sympathetic strikes, jurisdictional 
Gisputes, labor union politics, contract 
breaking, restriction of output, prohi- 
bition of the use of nonunion-made tools 
and materials, closed shop, contest for 
supremacy between rival unions, acts 
of violence against nonunion workers 
and the properties of employers, and ap- 
rrenticeship rules. 

“The employer contends, and we find 
ourselves in sympathy with his conten- 
tion, that it is a rank injustice to sub- 
ject him to a strike of his employes wh: 
have absolutely no grievances, to stop 
work because some other group of work- 


real or fancied grievance against their 
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own employer, especially when such | 
stoppage of work may not only inflict 
a very serious loss, but may mean ruin 
to the enterprise of the innocent em- 
ployer, thus making it; in violation of 
all the equfities, a clear Case of punish- 
ing the many innocent for the one or 
the few who may be guilty, who were 
party to the original dispute. 
bor Union Politica, 

‘The third objection of employers to 
recognizing and dealing with organized 
labor is the risk they run, especially in 
the building trades, where power to de- 
clare a strike is concentrated in the 
hands of a business agent, of finding 
themselves at the mercy of either a 
corrupt business agent, or one who, for 
the sake of union politics. is endeavor- 
ing, in order to perpetuate himself in 
office, to make capital at the expense 
of the innocent employer by making 
unwarranted and unreasonable demands 
against the employer. 

‘The fourth reason offered by the em- 
ployers for refusing to recognize or to 
deal with organized labor, is its increas- 
ing unreliability in keeping trade agree- 
ments. 

“Not least among the reasons given 
by fair-minded employers for refusing 
to recognize or deal with labor unions 
is the fact that many unions stand for 
a limited output, thus making among 
their workers for the dead level, and 
thereby making it impossible for the 
union employer successfully to compete 
with the nonunion employer, who is not 
faced with such handicap. 

‘The sixth reason offered by employ- 
ers for refusing to recognize or to deal 
with organized labor is that when they 
do so they are often not permitted to 
use nonunion made tools or materials, 
thus placing upon themselves a burden 
and a hardship from which nonunion 
employers are free. 

“The seventh reason why many em- 
plovers refuse tc recognize or to deal 
with organized labor (and among these 
may be menticned the employers of 
large bodies of workers who have pre- 
viously had trade agreements with or- 
ganized labor), is the’ matter of the 
closed shop. ‘ 


The Closed Shop. 


‘It may be held that unionists .work- 
ing under an open shop agreement or 
understanding always reserve to them- 
selves the right, for any reason or for 
no reason, to cease to work alongside 
of nenunion mcn, and that they further 
,eserve the right to determine the psy- 
chological moment at which it is in 
their interest to cease work or to go 
on a strike because they will not work 
alongside of nonunion men. Tt is the 
fear of the likelihood of their doing this 
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ers, possibly at a remote point, have 4 


that irightens of{ many employers from 
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recognizing or dealing with organized 
labor 

“Testimony Las been given before this 
corunission indicating, in more than one 
instance, that cortests between rival 
unions or factions of the same union, 
have led to strikes industrial 
unrest from which the worker as well 
as the employer has suffered harm and 
logs. 

“Tne ninth objection raised on the part 
of employers agairst unionism, which 
has been substantiated abundantly by 
investigation and by testimony taken 
by the commission, is the resort on 
the part of unionists to violence in labor 
troubles, and to the fact that unionists 
condone such violence when committed 
in the alleged interest of labor. 

“The most notable case, of course, in 
inodern industrial history, is that of the 
Structural Iron Workers, which resulted 
in the plea of guilty on the part of the 


McNamara brothers, for the blowing up 
of the Los Angeles Times building, 
kiljing over 2) innocent people, and 
which further resulted ineFrank Ryan, 
the president of the Structural Lron 
Workers’ National Union, and a group 
ef «ther ‘labor union officials, being 
convicted and sentenced to prison. 

“In conclusion, it is our desire to 
point out that organized labor is 
chargeable with its fullest share of cre- 
ating causes of industrial unrest, be- 
cause of its sympathetic strikes, its 
juriddictional disputes, its labor union 
politics, its contract breaking, its resort 
to violence in time of trouble, its pol- 
icy of limited output and its closed 
shop policy. 

Unions Must Reform, 

“These various policies have brought 
about their fullest share among the 
workers, to say nothing of the injury 
inflicted on employers and on society, 
of poverty, suffering, wretchedness, 
misery, discontent and crime. Organized 
labor will never come into its own, and 
will indefinitely postpone the day when 
its many commendable objects will 
be achieved in the broadest sense, un- 
til it will cut out of its program sym- 
pathetic strikes, until it can prevent 
cessation of work in jurisdictional dis- 
putes, until it can more successfully 
prevent labor union politics, until it can 
teach many in its rank and file to re- 
gard more sacredly their trade agree- 
iments, until: it can penalize its mem- 


disputes, and can make it a labor union 
offense to limit output. 

“We say frankly that 
wage earners we would be unionists, 
and as unionists we would feel the 
keen responsibility of giving the same 
attention sto our trade union duties as 
to our civic duties.”

GERMANS HELDIN. |p" 
NOVA SCOTIA SAID 
TO BE ILL-TREATED 


Teuton Authorities Reported to 
Be Planning Retaliation 
Against Canadian Prisoners. 


BERLIN. via London, Aug. 23.—As 
tne result of increasingly serious re- 
ports concerning the treatment of Ger- 
man civilian prisoners, interned at Am- 
herst, Nova Scotia, according to which 
men housed in an unventilated ang un- 
sanitary factory building had been pun- 
ished for attempted escape and less se- 
rious infractions of the rules by con- 
finement in a brick oven, the German 
authorities are now contemplating re- 
taliatory measures against Canadians, 
both soldiers and civilians, imprisoned 
here. Approximately 70) Germans are 
now interned at Amherst. 

The German authorities admit that 
the conditions under which imprisoned 
Germans are living in England and her 
colonies are generally good. At Am- 
herst it is alleged that dirt and dust are 
allowed to accumulate, that there is a 
lack of proper sanitary measures, and 
generally unbearable living arrange- 
ments. The utter lack of privacy in 
their cramped quarters, and the theft of 
packages intended for prisoners are also 
alleged. 

Even the letters of complaint praise 
the attitude and conduct of individual 
Canadian officers, placing the blame for 
the conditions complained of upon 
“those higher up.” .Officials here have 
obtained a report from Charles Forman, 
American Consul at Monckton, New 
Brunswick, announcing an improvement 
recently in some conditions at Amherst, 
but fresh letters have convinced them 
that fundamental alterations are nec- 
essary. 

United States Embassy investigators 
have pronounced camps where Cana- 
dians are imprisoned in Germany as 
good. An Associated Press correspon- 
dent recently visited Goettingen, where 
the greatest number of Canadian sol- 
diers are confined, and found condi- 
tions apparently satisfactory.

In later 
years, she had not left the convent 
building in Cabanne, though continuing 
actively at her duties in the institu- 
tion until her illness began. ,

. ITALY IN A’ NEW WAR. 

Four years after the Italians went to war with 
the Turks over Cyrenaica finds those two old 
rivals of centuries ago, Rome and Constantinople, 
again girding for a war struggle. 

That war_of four years ago cannot be ignored 
when the historians begin to check up. Barring 
the minor Greco-Turkish unpleasantness in 1897, 
it was the first war between European powers in 
more than a third of a century, or since Russia 
fought the Sultan in 1877, and from it many 
things will be dated. 

If the Italians had not fought then, the weak- 
ness of the young Turk Government would not 
have been revealed. If the weakness of that Gov- 
ernment had not been revealed, the Balkan na- 
tions would not have fought it. If the Balkan 
war had not taken place, Europe would not have 
been left in such a disturbed condition, that a 
slight cause could start the general conflagra- 
tion. The 1911 war had other consequences less 
obvious, including Italy’s disillusionment as to 
the value of the dreibund. 

So, with the new declaration of war, things 
swing around to the starting point. Whatever 
the terms of the alliance binding Germany and 
Turkey to Austria, it does not seem to require 
them to regard all enemies of Austria as their 
enemies. In spite of the provocation of the at- 
tack on Austria in May her allies kept the peace 
with Italy, a relation that remained to be broken 
by Italy herself in Turkey’s case. 

The Italy that declared war Saturday is‘ very 
different from the Italy that declared war four 
years ago. It is now pursuing ambitions for 
which the nation, indifferent to African wastes, 
is prepared to make almost any sacrifice. A 
whole year has been devoted to the creation of 
a new army, supplied -with abundant stores of 
everything needful.

‘Verdun, which lies in a basin surrounded by 
hills, was invested and bombarded in 1870 by the 
Prussians three different times. It was about the 
last fortified place to surrender prior to the siege 
of Paris.

chautauqua. The egotism which prompts Mr.

with the man who has possibili- 
ties for advancement. She may 
take to the “tub and the range 
and maternity” if she be secure 
in the knowledge that it is but 
for a little time. She bears with

VW reached England, however, just 

a century ago, the imperial cap- 

tive had no reason to fear the ven- 

geance of the mob.

When the English man-of-war Belle- 
rophon arrived at Torbay, a most 
novel and impressive scene greeted the 
eyes of the Corsican prisoner. On his 
arrival more than a thousand boats, in- 
cluding every available craft in the vi- 
cinity, floated around the Bellerophon, 
and more than 10,000 pairs of eyes were 
fixed upon the vessel in the hope of 
catching a sight of the imperial guest. 

When the deposed monarch of Europe 
appeared on deck the officers and sea- 
men, without orders and moved by 23 
common tmpulse, uncovered their heads. 
When Napoleon advanced to the star- 
board gangway to view the spectacle 
before him a great cheer went up, and 
in the thunderovs acclamation there 
was not a single note of hatred or an- 
ger. Practically all of the spectators 
uncovered and remained so as iong as 
Napoleon was in sight. For days there- 
after these scenes were repeated, and 
people gathered from all over England 
to cheer the celebrated personage.

Promoters Will Pass on Upward 
Shift in Maximum of all 
Fight Classes.

CLEVELAND, 0O., Aug. 23.—If the 
Board of Governors of the newly-born 
American Boxing Association approves 
of the various recommendations made 
at the two-days’ meeting here, the man- 
ly art of self-defense is in for a speecy 
revival. 


Of the several reforms: planned the 
Suggestion to adopt the Huropean scale 
of weights, and to compel champions to 
defend their titles at least twice a year, 
are of chief importance. 

If all the clubs get together and agree 
on these points, America will not see a 
repetition of Champion Freddy Welsh 
and others tangoing through a year o! 
more of harmless no-decision contests. 

The adoption of uniform weights is 
highly important since it would elimi- 
nate the needless bickerings and word 
duels which invariably precede a chami- 
pionship match. The new set woula 
make the bantam weight 118 pounds, 
feather weight 125, lightweight 135, we! 
ter weight 147, middle weight 160 and 
“cruiser class’’ 175. 

The scale of weights would let more 

ood boxers in their proper classes than 
t would keep out. It would permit a 
number of capable middle weights back 
in that division that the 158 pounds ring- 
side regulation has forced into the light- 
heavy weight class. 

Most of our leading “lightweights”’ 
have been fighting at 135 pounds, so a 
new official figure for this division 
won’t mean anything important. New 
York promoters are needed to make the 
new Boxing Association strong, and at 
Sunday’s meetings it was decided tv 
send a delegation to the McFarland-

HIGHER AFTER 
CARLY INE 


Foreign Diplomatic Outlook 
Causes Many Quick Changes 
in Quotations.

NEW YORK, Aug. 3 The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 
today, says: 

“The violent break on the Stock Ex- 
change, which began shortly after to- 
day’s market had opened, was a not un- 
expected result of the community’s fur- 
ther reflection on the Arabic outrage. 
There may have been, even on Saturday, 
a faint idea that the German submarine 
commander acted under some shred of 
justification in the light of international 
law. here may also have been some 
notion that public opinion in this coun- 
try would 
with the episode. In the news dis- 
patches of*yesterday and this morning, 
there was nothing to warrant either ir- 
ference. 
to show that this was another of those 
ferocious acts which purposely under- 
took to repeat what happened with the 
Lusitania. All of the personal or pub- 
lished exchange of views in unprejudiced 
and unbiased quarters, over the holi 
day, proved that the people are at least 
behind the administration in any action 
it shall take to make good its final word 
of July 21 to Germany.”’ 

Market Is Irregular. 

“On the other hand, there remains the 
question, what would be the actual out- 
come of, the controversy, even granting 
the very grave conditions admitted to 
exist? Waiving the possibility that the 
Berlin Foreign Office—which in all like- 
lihood has done its best to modify or 
frestrain the lawless and inhuman im- 
pulses of the Naval Board—may en- 
ceavor to explain or apologize, the con- 
sideration which has existed from the 
start, the fact that actual armed col- 
lision is prevented by circumstances. 
was bound to exert its influence. How 
far it will at any time offset the other 
considerations is apt to depend on the 
financial sentiment of the hour, and that 
has in recent weeks and months unques- 
tionably been acquiring confidence. It 
was in deference to these conflicting 
views of the situation that prices on the 
Stock Exchange alternately broke and 
recovered in today’s transactions. 

Naval Battle an Influence. 

"To what extent, if at all, the day’s 
market was influenced by the news of 
Germany’s naval defeat in the Gulf of 
Riga, might be debatable, but for the 
fact that the influence of actual devel- 
opments in the war has long been ob- 
scured 

“On the lately prevalent theory that 
German victories could only prolong the 
war, it might logically have been an- 
ticipated that the Russian retreat, the 
fall of Warsaw, and the triumphant for- 
ward movement of the German armies 
would have been greeted by a break on 
our Stock Exchange. Nothing of the 
kind happened; hence it was hardly 
to be expetced that a turn in the war 
news would visibly affect the market. 
In the curious sitaution which has aris- 
en in this cvuntry’s relations to the 
war, the public mind does not even esem 
convinced as to whether early peace or 
protracted war will best serve our own 
financial fortunes. 

“This equanimity might be shaken by 
actual declaration of war between our- 
selves and Germany. It might be very 
seriously upset, even by the calling of 
Congress in extra session, with the hot 
debates on our English and German re- 
lations and the effort to bring about an 
embargo on munitions exports, which 
would then inevitably ensue. But the 
mind of the speculative outside public, 
which is looking only at the two con- 
siderations of our extraordinarly fa- 
vorable economic position and our po- 
sition as manufacturers and exporter of 
supplies, is not disposed to take these 
other possibilities into serious consid- 
eration. 

“There are dangers in such a situa- 
tion, obviously enough; but the mo- 
mentum acquired by the speculative 
movement is very great.”’
